In honouring first designs for pre- 
paid postage purposes perhaps the 
one that was most in the limelight at 


the time of its introduction is today 
almost all but forgotten and but 
seldom mentioned. We mean the Mul- 
ready envelope design. 

To go into close details of the birth 
of postage stamps would run this 
article beyond bounds, suffice, it ` to 
say, that with Rowland Hill, champ- 
ion for Peeny Post, the British Lords 
of the Treasury, as was quite fitting 
in a matter so effecting the public 
called for suggestions from artists, 
scientists and the public generally. 
Prizes of £200 and £100 were offered 
for the first two best. Some 2700 
proposals were received but none 
deemed sufficient in itself, thus four 
were chosen and those who submitt- 
ed them were paid £100 each. 

In the matter of the Mulready en- 
velope, whether the idea was ad- 


vanced in the competitive proposals 
we do not know, but it is recorded 
that upon consultation with the 


authorities 
were directed to see Wm. Mulready, 
R.A., regarding a design and the 
Mulready envelope design resulted. 


Royal Academicians the 


Embodied in the offering was the 


thought that opportunity could be 
taken to develop interest in the art- 
istie through А medium that should 
reach a wide public. As an allegory 


the design is not without merit, 
showing Britannia and the Поп as 


central figures, with flying figures 
being dispatched to all parts of the 
earth. Also depicted by pictures to 
right and left were peoples of various 
countries. And while the Mulready 
was essentially for inland post the 
design was prophetic of coming iin- 
proved service also in foreign post. 
Unfortunately the Mulready failed 
of public approval; it was more con- 
cerned with posting letters. It was 
no sooner available to the public than 
it became a source or redicule and 
caricature. The very nature of the 
design lent itself to developement 
along ludierus lines. An error in the 


т;

original design showing the upper 
flying figure with only one leg was 
quiekly noticed. Other figures and 
objects could readily be given var- 
ious interpretations. 

Here, it might be mentioned that 
the envelopes and the first adhesive 
postage stamps were placed оп 
Sale May 1, 1840, but not used un- 
til May 6th. By May 12th the rid- 
icule of the Mulready had become 
so great that Roland Hill noted in 
his journal that. he feared some 
other design would have to be sub- 
stituted for the Mulready. In any 
event the Mulready was dropped. 

Granting that the design was too 


elaborate and took up too much 
room for such a prosaic instrument 
as a stamped envelope we, at this 


late date, do not think that the еп- 
velope itself was so much the source 
of ridicule as its sponsors. As one of 
the works or policy of government 
it was a fertile subject upon which 
to play for the delight of political op- 
ponents and discomfiture of the 
government itself..In fact the first 
adhesive stamp drew no praise 
either and its poor production was 


considered anything but an honour 
to the Queen. 
And speaking of such, the writer, 


has often wondered the point that re- 
sulted in choice of an exalted  sub- 
ject picture on a postage stamp, 
when ultimately such stamp, to serve 
its purpose, must be defaced by an 
obliterating mark, often crudely 
done. In this respect the obliteration 
on the Mulready (which officially 
was to be done on the figure of 
Britanna) could be offensive to no 
one) the illustration being allegoric 
rather than that of a personage. 
However, the Mulready reaped rid- 
ieule in scores of caricatures or car- 
toons, in fact it was the making of 
fame for two or three artists. An- 
other factor bearing on the matter 
was that the Mulready appeared 
during a great vogue of political 


caricatures. Further more the Mul- 
ready incidence may have had a 


great bearing on making possible a 
greatly successful commercialized 
series of pictorial envelopes that had 
songs, tourist scenes, etc. for motifs. 

For an extended series of articles

by the artists from the original Mul- 
ready are nudity from the American 
Indians, mystery of what might be in 
the casks, play on the flying figures, 
the lion and Britannia herself. 

In one we see the lion alert with a 
string of letters tied to his tail, one 
scene in the courtship series shows 
. father at the parlor door waiting 
with a club, another shows Britannia 
smoking a long pipe, in another she 
is playing a fiddle, still another hold- 
ing a fowling piece with the lion as 
a pointer, and in the fishing cartoon 
she is shown fishing with a line 
hanging from the spearhead. 

The subject could still be extended 
but suffice it to say that the  fore- 
going is enough. 

Reproductions have been used of 
the Mulready for some few books, 
an Early English Stamp Magazine, 
also an early Canadian stamp paper, 
and by some stamp dealers. John H. 
Lowe, of Toronto has been using it 
for his business envelopes for some 
time. 





Regarding the item in the  Nov- 
ember issue of Popular Stamps re 
placing stamps on the map of the 
country concerned. Mr. С. Aikins 
informs us that in 1938 at the Can- 
adian National Exhibition he had on 
display in the Czechoslovakian ex- 
hibit a map of the country with the 
stamps on it portraying the various 
beauty spots and cities.

"The stamp and I" 
by Phil Atts 











First day covers of the Canadian 
“Royal Wedding" stamp already 
advertised. Maybe that is the name 
it,wil be known by. Newspaper euts 
of the issue due Jan. 15th present a 
pretty handsome stamp and that's all 


to the good. 


. The mistake in the pricing of 
Seotts No. 133 Two Cent Canadian 
coil has now been well advertised. 


This is an interesting stamp due to 
the faet that there has always been 
a suspicion that it never was а 


legitimate issue but rather the  re- 
sult of some sort of official mistake. 
Anyway it's a scarce item. 

Somewhere I see that the Thirteen 
Cent Jubilee is soon to be a $5.00 
stamp. Somehow I doubt it—at least 
very soon. But when you consider the 
limited number issued and the 
frantic accumulation of this popular 
stamp the market trends in the next 
few years will be interesting. Of 
course you should know who has 
quite a few if you read “Popular 
Stamps". 

Has the stamp market started to 
ease off? Well definitely I say. It 
would have been an easy thing to 


prediet but this column has always 
shied away from price predictions. 


А good bit of mail has come this way 
in recent years asking for opinions 
on just that. But I think I have been 
fairly successful in talking about 
stamps alone and let the prices go 
hang. If the collector has been 
judieious in his collecting he just 
can't lose. And that’s one of the 
beauties of philately as a hobby. You 
can both have your cake and eat it 
too. 

The eentenaries of various stamp 
issuing countries will soon be piling 
in upon us. But there is another 
centenary soon coming up that уоп 
сап cheek on by reading the cover of 
“Popular Stamps". Soon this journal 
will publish its One Hundredth num- 
ber. That will be Volume XI No. 3 
to be exact—the April 1948 number. 
Why not think up some ideas for the 


issue and pass them along to Cobden, 
Ontario. Only two other Canadian 


stamp magazines have reached the 
hundred mark—*'Stamp Herald” of 
Kitchener and “Emco Monthly Journ- 
al" (Marks Stamp Co.). This state- 
ment bears some qualifications how- 
ever as “Stamp Herald” for its first 
seven volumes was published in 
Indianapolis, Indiana. It was an ex- 
cellent magazine but folded in 1928 
without any published reason in its 
last number. It is the best source of 
the history of Canadian collecting 
from 1922 to 1928. Laterly it was 
published twice a month. So much 
for that. How about getting behind 
No. 100 of “Popular Stamps" апа 
giving it a boost with some original 
material? 


George Van Den erg, “The 
World's Most Popular Stamp Col- 
umnist", whose writings have been 
missing from “Stamps” for some
